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Joseph R. Murdock served as the third president of Wasatch Stake. Counselors who 
| served with him included James C. Jensen, Edward D. Clyde, David A. Broadbent, H. 
Ray Hatch and’G. Frank Ryan. Charles N. Broadbent was stake clerk for 31 years. 
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and he chose as his counselors H. Clay Cummings and Don Clyde. Char- 
les N. Broadbent was retained as stake clerk. 

In 1930 and 1931, President Broadbent removed the large cotton- 
wood trees from the grounds surrounding the Stake Tabernacle. The 
area was newly landscaped and the building. remodeled inside to add 
more seating capacity and improve the stage. Some $20,000 was spent 
in the project.
